2. During further review of the Application, the Applicant noted other species of claims such as recited in new 
claim 125, which includes a plurality of first photosensor segments and a plurality of second photosensor 
segments "such that the sum of the first length and the second length corresponds to a first maximum image size 
when sensed with the first resolution, and such that the second length corresponds to a second maximum image 
size when sensed with the second resolution". These limitations reflect an important invention previously 
unclaimed by the Applicant ^
